This is in response to the Office Action dated October 17, 2005 in this application. In 
the Office Action, it was stated that claims 1-97 are generic to a plurality of disclosed 
patentably distinct species comprising piperazine, pyrimidinyl, pyrazinyl, pyrimidinyl and other 
species generically claimed. The Examiner required election for searching purposes only a 
single disclosed species for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if 
no other generic claim is allowable. 

Accordingly, Applicants elect the following species:, upon which all of the claims read. 
Accordingly, Applicants elect the following species: N-{3-[4-(4- 
Cyclohexylmethanesulfonylamino-butyl)-piperazin- 1 -yl]-phenyl} -acetamide.
